Store large sized bulbs in a temperature of not over 60 until Decem- 
ber Ist or later. Set bulbs on Hyacinth Glasses filled with water to 
just touch the bulb. Replace water as it evaporates. Place in a cool 
dark closet or basement until bud is about 4 inches above bulb. 
Then place in living room temperature to bring into bloom.
